Selectmens'  Letter 

A  Record  of  Important  and  Significant  Town  Administrative 

Actions  1955  and  1956 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  pre- 
pare and  submit  a  letter  to  serve  as  their  report  to  be  included 
in  the  annual  Town  Report.  In  doing  that,  we  do  not  think  it 
necessary  to  refer  particularly  to  the  routine  actions  of  the 
office  and  the  duties  which  must  be  discharged  regularly. 
Rather,  we  think,  the  report  should  comprise  a  list  of  more 
or  less  important  and  significant  things  that  took  place  in 
the  Town's  administration  during  the  period  covered  to  com- 
plete a  record  for  future  reference  and  use.  At  present  some 
actions  do  not  get  recorded  officially  as  they  are  completed. 

To  make  such  records  continuous  and  useful,  we  suggest 
that  similar  reports  be  made  in  the  future  on  at  least  a  two 
year  basis.

Report  by  State  Highway  Department  that  they  could 
not  start  Old  Stage  Highway  work  until  spring  of  1956.

August  1955 

At  the  request  of  the  road  agents,  started  handling  road 
work  pay  rolls,  paying  workmen  by  individual  checks. 
Selectmen  began  to  hold  meetings  weekly.

Set  of  Revised  N.  H.  Law  books,  1955  edition,  purchased. 

December  1955 

Adjustment  of  wages  of  road  agents  and  workers. 

1956 

Study  and  assessment  of  Sawyer  Lake  project. 
Used  Ford  tractor  with  new  shovel  attachment  and  bush 
cutting  attachment  purchased  with  Reserve  Funds. 

May  1956 

Town  Hall  plumbing  installed. 

Land  for  Town  Dump  at  Corner  purchased  and  made 
ready  for  use. 

June  1956 

Work  started  on  Old  Stage  highway.

Have  bound  Annual  Reports  now  for  period  of 
1865  to  1950. 

Several  abandoned  cemeteries  cleared.  This  program  to 
be  continued. 

One  mile  of  salt  road  prepared  for  experimental  purposes 
between  Loon  Pond  outlet  and  Griffin's  Corner. 

October  1956 

Old  Stage  Road  work  completed  for  this  year.  Releases 
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obtained  from  property  owners,  highway  laid  out,  bushes 
cut,  road  cut  through,  culverts  installed  and  some  gravel  laid. 

Some  culverts  removed  for  Old  Stage  road  construction 
used  for  regular  repairs  by  road  agents. 

New  500  foot  strip  of  road  completed  at  Poverty  Corner 
to  Route  140. 

Fire  extinguishers  purchased  and  installed  at  Town  Hall. 

Loon  Pond  outlet  dam  nearly  completed. 

Two  hundred  iron  posts  purchased  at  reduced  price  for 
road  work. 

Sargent  Road  bridge  repaired. 

New  plow  wing  purchased  for  East  District. 

Petitions  for  laying  out  Loon  Pond  Beach  playground 
secured  for  use  of  Town  Attorney.  This  property  still  under 
litigation.

lectemen  to  have  suitable  boundarv  monuments  erected.

Art.  22  Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  leases, 
upon  payment  of  one  dollar  ($1.00),  to  owners  of  buildings 
presently  located  on  the  lands  designated  for  recreational 
purposes,  said  leases  to  include  the  lands  upon  which  build- 
ings stand  and  rights  of  way  as  determined  by  the  Select- 
men, these  regulations  to  be  binding  only  for  the  period  of 
one  year,  the  duration  of  the  leases  to  be  for  one  year. 

Art.  23  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars  ($1,200.00)  to  erect  a  memorial  to  the 
Veterans  of  World  War  II  and  the  Korean  Conflict.  The 
memorial  to  consist  of  two  bronze  plaques,  mounted  on  a 
block  of  granite  similar  to  the  memorial  to  Civil  War  and 
World  War  I  Veterans  at  Smith  Meeting  House.  This 
memorial  to  be  erected  on  the  Smith  Meeting  House 
grounds.

Lake  dam. 

Art.  26  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00 
for  the  repair  of  Loon  Pond  dam.

Art.  28  This  article  was  defeated. 

Art.  29  No  vote  on  this  article  as  the  Beano  vote  was  on  the 

ballot. 

Art.  30  Voted  that  the  Moderator  shall  not  be  obliged  to 
recognize  anyone  who  will  not  be  in  evidence  at  Town 
Meeting. 

Result  of  balloting  announced 
and  meeting  adjourned  at  7:00  a.  m.,  March  14,  1956.

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This  past  year  was  an  extremely  good  one,  considering 
the  small  number  of  fires  in  the  Town.  The  Department 
answered : 

1  building  fire,  2  trucks,  9  men,  2 :20  each— total  20l/2  hours. 

1  brush  fire,  2  trucks,  18  men,  1:00  each — total  18  hours. 

1  Mutual  Aid  call,  2  trucks,  14  men,  2 :30  each — total  35  hours. 

A  total  of  73  hours  and  30  minutes. 


Work  has  progressed  steadily  at  the  Station  and  a  stove 
has  been  installed  upstairs  for  convenience  in  cooking.  _  Storm 
windows  were  purchased  and  put  on  the  downstairs  windows. 
The  gas  supply  has  been  transferred  to  one  large  tank,  which 
will  afford  a  considerable  saving  over  a  period  of  time.  Mr. 
Earl  Clifford  has  filled  and  graded  a  parking  area  adjacent  to 
the  Station  so  that  it  will  no  longer  be  necessary  for  members 
to  park  their  cars  on  the  highway. 


During  the  past  winter  your  Secretary  put  on  a  series 
of  five  movies,  on  fire  prevention,  at  the  local  school.  Chief 
Clark  and  State  Fire  Marshal  A.  Robinson  said  a  few  words 
at  the  opening  movie.  After  the  last  movie,  the  series  wound 
up  with  a  "live  show"  by  Mr.  Wagnes,  of  the  Laconia  High 
School,  on  the  "Chemistry  of  Fire." 


The  balance  of  $800.00  of  a  $1000.00  Bank  Loan  on  our 
Station  was  paid  off  this  year.  300  feet  of  new  2V*  inch  hose 
was  purchased  and  put  on  the  trucks.  Many  smaller  items 
have  been  purchased  in  an  effort  to  bring  our  trucks  up  to 
Underwriter's  minimum  standards  in  equipment,  even  though 
the  trucks  themselves  are  far  below  minimum  standards. 


Fourteen  new  firemen's  coats  were  purchased,  including 
one  white  one  for  the  Chief.  These  coats  will  be  kept  on  the 
trucks  at  all  times  to  be  available  to  men  who  answer  calls. 
Chief  Clark  has  been  granted  permission  to  carry  the  Chief's 
coat  in  his  car,  along  with  a  siren  and  fire  extinguishers. 

The  membership  is  at  present  engaged  in  canvassing  the 
town,  making  charts  of  each  home  showing  outside  sources  of 
all  water.  This  information  will  be  consolidated  into  note 
'  books,  one  for  each  truck,  to  be  used  in  an  emergency. 
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The  Sirens  are  continuing  to  do  their  usual  good  work 
for  the  Department.  During  the  past  year  they  have  paid 
for  one  of  the  Red  Network  phones  and  purchased  all  of  the 
lumber  and  hardware  for  the  kitchen  cabinet  that  Chief 
Clark,  Asst.  Chief  Barlow,  Pres.  Osier,  H.  Bowdoin  and  John 
Guard  built  and  installed  at  the  Station.  Neither  of  the  two 
clambakes,  so  successfully  put  on  last  summer,  could  have 
been  brought  to  fruition  without  their  help.  Probably  one  of 
their  least  publicized  achievement  is  their  well  organized  plan 
to  swing  into  instant  action  at  bad  weather  fires,  to  attend 
and  help  the  men  with  hot  drinks  and  food.

Use  it  freely  Care  for  it 

Your  town  dump  has  been  set  up  for  your  personal  con- 
venience. It  provides  a  suitable  place  where  you  can  dispose 
of  the  large  amounts  of  dangerous,  inflammable  waste  ma- 
terial and  other  useless  items  which  accumulate  around  your 
household  and  local  stores,  brush,  etc.,  cut  on  your  property. 
The  town  dump  has  become  a  valuable  and  indispensable 
asset  in  modern  community  life. 

The  most  successful  town  dumps  are  supervised — regular 
days  provided  for  their  use  and  inflammable  material  con- 
sistently burned.  The  town  dump  which  receives  no  atten- 
tion, where  waste  material  is  scattered  about  without  super- 
vision of  any  description,  soon  becomes  a  community  menace 
and  a  liability  rather  than  an  asset. 

Many  people  still  burn  debris  around  their  homes.  A 
large  number  of  such  fires  get  out  of  control  causing  un- 
necessary damage  and  expense  to  the  burner.  Why  burn  at 
home?  Make  use  of  your  town  dump  and  eliminate  the 
hazard  of  burning.  It  will  be  easier  for  you — personally  and 
financially. 

If,  however,  you  burn  on  your  premises 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden — 
the  law  requires  it,  The  warden  won't  refuse  you  if 
conditions  are  safe. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't 
leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 
Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty

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Civil  Defense  Annual  Report

The  organization  and  development  of  Civil  Defense  mat- 
ters have  moved  along  rather  rapidly  during  this  past  year, 
1956.  New  developments  have  taken  place,  new  procedures 
have  been  adopted,  additional  records  set  up,  additional  per- 
sonnel appointed,  and  the  requirements  and  recommendations 
of  the  State  and  .Federal  Governments  have  become  more 
varied  and  complex. 

A  part  of  this  is  shown  by  the  details  of  the  Civil  Defense 
Article  in  the  Town  Warrant.  We  are,  for  instance,  asking 
for  a  certain  amount  of  money  to  buy  government  surplus 
property  for  disaster  and  emergency  purposes.  We  pay  just 
ten  per  cent  of  the  price  of  this  material,  plus  transportation. 
That  is,  for  one  dollar  we  get  ten  dollars  worth  of  equipment 
and  material.  This  includes  such  items  as  blankets,  cots, 
stretchers,  some  fire  equipment,  cooking  utensils  and  equip- 
ment for  large  numbers  of  people,  stoves,  water  heaters, 
refugee  supplies  of  all  types,  trailer  pumps,  even,  in  some 
special  cases,  trucks,  other  heavy  equipment,  and  electrical 
equipment. 

For  this  we  have  already  qualified  under  the  complicated 
government  requirements.  These  requirements  or  stand- 
ards, for  instance,  include  our  local  Air  Raid  Warning  Sys- 
tem, our  permanent  24  four  hour  a  day  plane  spotting  service, 
air  raid  sirens,  a  ten  man  mobile  support  unit  for  service  in 
adjoining  disaster  areas,  our  inventories  of  housing,  public 
buildings,  transportation  units,  local  and  State  certifications, 
lists  of  personnel,  and  others. 

Some  forms  of  communication  are  to  be  provided  by  the 
government,  and  others  recommended,  these  last  being  listed 
in  the  Town  Warrant.  One  of  the  most  vital  factors  in  dis- 
aster or  emergency  is  the  assurance  of  uninterrupted  com- 
munication lines :  necessarily,  this  includes  phones,  radios, 
mobile  radio-phones,  stationary  radio-phones,  units  large  and 
small,  and  on  a  number  of  wave  lengths  or  "bands."  At  the 
moment,  our  only  band  is  the  forestry-fire  band,  now  in  two 
fire  trucks  and  two  Civil  Defense  cars. 

Other  rescue  and  survival  equipment  is  necessary.  Some 
of  this  can  be  obtained  under  the  government  surplus  pro- 
perty arrangement  described  above.  For  other  special  items 
recommended  by  the  government  (such  as  a  portable  gener- 
ator)   "matching    funds"    are    available.      Matching    funds, 
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as  almost  everyone  knows,  are  the  funds  with  which  the 
government  will  match  the  sums  appropriated  by  the  Town. 
The  four  mobile  radios  bought  two  years  ago  were  paid  for 
one  half  by  the  Federal  Government  and  one  half  by  the 
Town.  Since  that  time,  a  fifth  mobile  radio  has  been  bought 
with  these  same  matching  funds  for  the  town  Fire  Warden's 
ear.  A  sixth  is  being  requested  for  Lower  Gilmanton,  which 
is  not  now  covered  by  our  only  radio  band. 

The  various  communications  systems  may  also  be  tied 
in  with  the  Civil  Air  Patrol,  through  aerial  installations  at 
the  GOC  station  on  Frisky  Hill. 

Gilmanton  has  been  designated  as  a  "support  area"  of 
the  major  targets  of  Manchester  and  Concord.  Refugees 
will  be  sent  us  from  these  cities.  Refugees  will  also  be  sent 
us  from  other  military  targets  nearby,  the  importance  of 
which  is  evident  to  everybody. 

Overall  "Survival  Plans"  are  nearing  completion  for 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  For  these  survival  plans,  all 
and  more  of  our  equipment,  our  people,  our  plans,  and  our 
efforts  will  be  essential.

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School  District  Meeting 

Gilmanton  Corner  —  March  6,  1956 


Pursuant  to  the  above  warrant  a  meeting  of  the  School 
District  was  held  at  the  time  and  place  within  mentioned. 
The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Howard 
Osier  and  warrant  read  by  same. 

1.  It  was  voted  that  the  Clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Howard 
Osier  for  Moderator.  Mr.  Osier  having  the  majority  of 
votes  cast  was  declared  elected  Moderator  for  the  en- 
suing year. 

2.  It  was  voted  that  the  Moderator  cast  one  ballot  for  Mrs. 
Bordeau  for  Clerk.  Florence  Bordeau  having  majority 
of  votes  cast  was  declared  elected  Clerk  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

3.  It  was  voted  that  the  Clerk  cast  one  vote  for  Olive  Brett 
Besse  as  member  of  the  School  Board  for  three  years, 
and  Olive  Brett  Besse  having  a  majority  of  all  votes  cast 
was  declared  elected  member  of  the  School  Board  for 
three  years. 

4.  It  was  voted  that  the  Clerk  cast  one  ballot  for  Florence 
Durgin  for  Treasurer,  and  Florence  Durgin  having  a 
majority  of  votes  cast  was  declared  elected  Treasurer 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  Voted  that  the  salaries  of  the  district  officers  shall  be  as 
follows — three  school  board  members  at  Fifty  (50.00) 
Dollars  each,  School  Treasurer  Fiftv  (50.00)  Dollars, 
Clerk  Five  (5.00)  Dollars,  two  Auditors  at  Five  (5.00) 
each,  and  that  a  total  of  Two  Hundred  Fifteen  (215.00) 
Dollars  be  appropriated  for  these  salaries. 

6.  Since  all  reports  of  auditors,  agents,  committees  and 
officers  are  in  the  Town  Report,  none  were  read. 

7.  Howard  Osier  and  Austin  Barlow  were  declared  elected 
Auditors  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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8.  Voted  that  the  District  raise  and  appropriate  for  the 
support  of  schools  the  sum  of  Fifty  Two  Thousand  Seven 
Hundred  Five  (52,705.32)  Dollars  Thirty  Two  Cents,  for 
the  salaries  of  school  district  officers  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District,  and 
to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation 
of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the 
State  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income, 
the  School  Board  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation, 
which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town. 

9.  It  was  voted  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make  a 
contract  in  accordance  with  Chap.  166  Laws  of  1955, 
with  the  School  Board  of  Laconia  to  pay  tuition  for  high 
school  pupils  in  excess  of  the  State  average  cost  per  pupil 
as  estimated  by  the  State  Board  of  Education. 

10.  The  following  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Besse  and  sec- 
onded by  William  Wilkens :  That  a  committee  be  created 
by  the  School  District,  consisting  of  a  member  of  (and 
designated  by)  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  a  member  of 
(and  designated  by)  the  School  Board,  a  member  of  the 
Budget  Committee  and  a  representative  citizen  of  each 
of  the  three  tax  districts  of  the  town ;  these  three  to  be 
appointed  by  the  Moderator  of  the  School  District  and 
at  least  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  woman.  The  Committee 
shall  be  directed  to  study  the  present  conditions  pre- 
vailing at  the  Corner  School  as  regards  the  safety  of 
the  pupils  and  teachers,  and  as  regards  the  adequacy  of 
the  housing  facilities,  present  and  prospective.  If  the 
Committee  determines  the  present  facilities  to  be  de- 
ficient in  either  or  both  regards,  it  is  authorized  to  em- 
ploy competent  assistance  to  determine  whether  or  not 
alterations  to  existing  facilities  or  additions  thereto  will 
rectify  present  short  comings  in  the  school  plant ;  and  to 
prepare  estimates  of  the  cost  of  such  changes.  To  meet 
probable  expenses  of  the  Committee  it  is  further  moved, 
as  part  of  this  motion,  that  the  sum  of  Three  Hundred 
Dollars  be  appropriated  for  their  use  in  retaining  a  quali- 
fied architect  (or  other  technicians)  and  to  defray  the 
cost  of  any  sketches  which  may  become  part  of  the  Com- 
mittee report  or  for  any  other  expenses  of  the  Commit- 
tee. The  Committee  shall  be  requested  to  report  its 
findings  at  a  subsequent  session  of  this  present  School 
District  Meeting  on  May  8,  1956.  The  above  motion  was 
carried  by  a  vote  of  140,  yes  to  20,  no. 

11.  It  was  voted  to  use  the  check  list  hereafter. 

12.  As  there  was  no  further  business,  the  meeting  was  re- 
cessed until  May  8,  1956. 
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Adjourned  Meeting  of  School  District 

Corner  School  —  May  8,  1956 


The  meeting  was  opened  by  the  Clerk  due  to  the  absence 
of  the  Moderator,  Mr.  Osier.  Mr.  Robertson  was  chosen  to 
serve  as  temporary  Moderator  for  this  meeting. 

Mrs.  Bordeau,  Clerk,  read  the  vote  taken  at  the  regular 
meeting  of  March  6,  1956  which  was  Article  #10  of  the 
warrant  and  for  which  this  meeting  was  called.  Two  letters 
were  read  by  Mr.  Wilkens,  member  of  the  School  Board,  from 
Mr.  Farnham  and  Mrs.  Capron  from  the  office  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education,  relative  to  the  Gilmanton  Corner  School. 
Their  letters  referred  to  matters  of  insufficient  space  in 
classrooms,  dangerous  water  hole,  possible  flash  fire  and  not 
enough  space  for  playground. 

Mr.  Jefferson,  one  of  the  Committee,  reported  that  he 
had  Mr.  Randlett,  an  architect  from  Laconia,  down  to  look 
over  the  buildings  and  make  recommendations.  Some  of 
these  were:  toilets  for  each  grade,  acoustical  ceilings,  new 
lighting,  new  heating  unit,  basement  cafeteria,  and  repainting 
of  interior.

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Planning  Committee: 

The  Planning  Committee  gave  a  report  at  the  adjourned 
school  district  meeting  concerning  the  possible  remodeling 
of  the  Corner  School  to  gain  adequate  classroom  space,  pro- 
vide a  modern  heating  system,  develop  lighting  facilities,  and 
improve  the  safety  features.  The  members  of  the  Committee 
are  commended  for  the  complete  study  of  the  schools  of  the 
town  and  the  potential  costs  of  improving  the  building 
conditions. 

The  Gilmanton  School  Board  proceeded  from  the  present 
budget,  to  improve  the  lighting  facilities  at  very  reasonable 
cost.  Plans  were  also  made  to  provide  a  fire  escape  from  the 
old  Academy  Fund,  to  give  additional  safety  to  the  children 
housed  in  this  wooden  structure. 

Salary  Schedule : 

The  School  Board  adopted  a  salary  schedule  to  assist  in 
securing  teachers  when  vacancies  occur,  effective  July  1, 
1956,  as  follows:

All  present  teachers  would  receive  $100  per  year  until 
they  reached  their  place  on  the  schedule. 
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2.  New  teachers  would  automatically  place  on  their  position 
on  the  schedule  according  to  their  experience,  with  the 
exception  that  no  teacher  would  receive  more  than  any 
teacher  on  the  present  staff  in  the  teacher's  classification. 

3.  Salary  increments  would  not  be  automatic.  Increments 
would  be  awarded  by  action  of  the  School  Board  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Superintendent. 

4.  A  teacher  would  change  from  one  classification  to  an- 
other after  a  degree  or  Master's  degree  had  been  award- 
ed. Salary  advances  for  credits  toward  the  bachelor's 
or  Master's  degree  would  not  be  awarded. 

It  will  always  be  difficult  to  secure  teachers  to  fill  va- 
cancies unless  the  school  enrollment  grows  to  the  extent  that 
eight  separate  grades  are  needed. 

Present  School  Division: 

The  Iron  Works  School  has  one  teacher  with  two  grades 
and  two  teachers  with  three  grades.  The  Corner  School  has 
the  same  system  of  two  teachers  with  three  grades  and  one 
with  two  grades.  It  is  obvious  that  the  four  rooms  with 
three  grades  each  receive  only  one-third  of  the  usual  time 
for  a  straight  grade  and  the  two  rooms  with  two  grades  each 
receive  only  one-half  the  usual  time  devoted  to  a  straight 
grade.
